of Pulmonary Dlaeanen. 


Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals of Chicago, in 


R paper with this title, said that the 
absence of systematic study by phyai- 
oians and the very meager literature 
compelled him to be somewhat dogmatio 
in his paper. One of the most common 
observations made by medical men, ha 
said, was that the long, namrw, flat 
ihested individual was the one liable to 
She development of tuberculosis and 
that in patients presenting this form of 
chest the chances for recovery were re- 
duced to a minimum. 


This observation ha considered suffi- 


cient to suggest that systematic physical 
training in aiding the development of 
the respiratory muscles, thoracic walls 
nnd pulmonary capacity would be of 
great service in preventing tuberculosis 
and in curing its early stages. Collapsed 
air cells, be said, furnished a most fa- 
vorable nidus for the development of 
luberoalosis. Therefore for the preven- 
;ion of the disease measures should be 
adopted to expand the lungs and bring 
the air cells into the best possible work- 
ng condition. 
He thought it probable that in most 


oases there was an early tuberculous 
localized ansomia, diminishing the nutri- 
tion of the parts and making them more 
susceptible to the tubercle bacilli and 
their toxins. Of the large percentage of 
the human family said to be affected by 
tuberculosis (80 per cent), the majority 
recovered, even when the disease affect- 
ed the lungs, it not proving fatal in 
more than 13 per cent. 


He stated that in most of those who 


recovered the disease had made but lit- 
tle progress, and that it was only at 
autopsy after death from other causes 
that its presence was detected, in view 
of which it was the physician's duty to 
recommend measures likely to strength- 
en the resisting power of the lungs. 
Tbe beneficial influence of a high alti- 
tude he considered probably due to the 
increased distension of the air vessels, 
and that as a means of "prophylaxis tbe 
first measure should be to teach the pa* 
tient to breathe deeply. 


Careful physical training, he said, 


was of tbe greatest importance, it being 
possible for tbe long,' narrow, fiat chest- 
ed to increase the expansion of the chest 
two or three inches, improve the form 
and increase the circumference. He be- 
lieved it possible by physical develop- 
ment to cheek the process of tuberculosis 
when it had become established in the 
chest and to promote recovery.—Med- 
ical Record.

Otherwise the translation is apt to be a 
matter of ridicule to those to whom it 
is Bent. 
We cannot well give an instance to 


show how an English circular might be 
translated into bad German, for exam- 
ple, but the London Engineer gi?es na 
the following illustration of a transla- 
tion from another language into English, 
which is probably no worse than many 
translations from English. 
"We pique ourselves," says the cir-

Tb« iilTor uaaM would b« in » bettor 


position to-a»y, and its outlook fifty 
par cent uiore encouraging if Nevada 
bad not bad a repr««entatlve in the 
Senate daring tbe but eight yean. 
The JOURNAL make* this sssertlon 
boldly and without fear of •oooMafal 
•aatradiotion. la tbe first pUoe noth- 
ing has been aooomplUbed for the 
white metal during that time. On the 
contrary, tbe Sherman law was passed 
by tbe assistance of oar Senators, 
wbtah repealed tbe Bland Act, which 
•omp»ll«d tbe monthly coinage of 
QMrlf tbe amount of tbe American 
tilrer product at that time. This in- 
ftuooas Sherman law, Mr. Stewart de. 
•tared in every apeeoh be made in tbe 
ASspaignof 1892; "to be better than 
tree coinage." Although he made tbe 
assertion ia the presence and bearing 
of thousand a of people, two years later, 
when -the fraud was exposed, be an- 
blnabingly denied before tbe as me au- 
diences, tbat be had ever uttered such 
words. Tbe effect of this Sherman 
taw, wblob waa enacted with the assist- 
knee of our Senators, it too well known 
to our readers to require explanation 
or comment. 


Oar Senators have almost invariably 


voted with tbe party wbicb furnished 95 
per cent of the votes in Congress against 
• doable standard, and in bitter opposi- 
tion to tbe one wbicb furnished about 
tbe same proportion in ite favor. In- 
stead of aiding to break dowu or 
weaken tbe Republican gold bug party, 
they have upon every question, except 
tbe financial one, voted to sustain and 
strengthen it, and to break down the 
party which furnithed nearly all the 
silver votae and through wbiob politi- 
Oftl organization rested the only hope 
for remonetizatloo. Tue records of 
Congress will sustain us in the above 
declaration, and if pucb action is not 
enffiolent to cause • doubt of tbe sin- 
cerity of our Senators in their profes- 
sions of friendship for bimetallism, 
we will give an instance which cannot 
fail to open the eyes of those moat 
blind, to tbe meaniug and effect of 
their actions.

"delivery of tbe goods." Nevada re-es 
tabllsbed tbe oredit of the Republican 
party and encouraged those same 
monopolists to put up more liberally 
if possible, money to again defeat Mr 
Bryan In 1900.
